Fire Protection Or- 


dinance 


Now Proposed 


Is an Important and Ex- 


tensive Measure. 


Mayor, Fire Chief and Engi- 


neer Are Constituted as 


a Board 


To Inspect Plans for Public Build- 


ings and Order the Abatement 


of Any Dangerous 


Nuisances. 


The new fire protection ordinance 


Which was introduced in the 
city 


council for its first reading last night 
is one if the most important and far- 
reaching measures that has been up 
before that legislative body for con- 
sideration for some time. The ordi- 
nance simply provides for restrictions 
and precautionary measures that have 
already been anticipated by the laws 
of the state, but in view of the fact 
that no such action has been previous- 
Iv taken by the city authorities, it is 
an innovation, and an important one. 


The ordinance provides 
that the 


mayor, city civil engineer and chief of 
the Cue department, as provided by 
the statutes, shall be a legally con- 
stituted board of inspectors to see that 
the provisions of the new act shall be 
faithfully complied with, and names 
the chief of the fire department as an 
inspector whose power and duty it 
shall be to inspect and order abated, 
anything within the city limits that 
in 
his 
judgment, 
may 
be 
ap- 


preiienik'd as a menace to life or prop- 
erty from fire. In this capacity, as an 
authorized inspector, 
th*, 
1 ordinancr 


provii'n-s that the firv chief may call 
upon tin- slnvt commissioners and 
police department for any assistance 
he may need for th*1 exeeutlou of an 
order tor the abatement of any nuis- 
ance he may decide to dispose of. He 
is further authorized to inspect the 
manner of construction of fliios. fire 
places, heatrr pipes, etc. and may re- 
quire that such bo changed to meet 
with the approval of the board above 
mentioned. 
He may direct the con- 


struction of n!! e!ect?ic lieht apparatus 
anri is authorized and required to in- 
vcrtiigaii- ihc manner of producing, 
storing and using gas, chemicals and 
«-xr>losives and any violator of the 
rti'es perseribed by him may be fined 
not to exceed $50 or may be imprison- 
ed not more than thirty days. 


The ordinance further provides that 


no person or firm will bf- permitted to 
store within the city 
limits, 
more 


than 28 pounds of gun powder, dyna- 
mite, sun cotton or other explosives 
at any one place and at one lime tin- 
less permission is granted by the of- 
ficial inspector. 
The storing of pe- 


troleum oil is restricted to two bar- 
rels in quantify and the storing of 
gasoline, benzine or naptha is res- 
tricted to one barrel each unless per- 
sons doing such storing provides an 
especially constructed 
store 
house, 


constructed under the approval of the 
inspector. 
Violations of these 
two 


latter clauses of the ordinance are 
punishable by a fine of not more than 
$25 and imprisonment of not 
more 


than thirty days, or both. All plans 
for public buildings must be submit- 
ted to and approved by the mayor, 
engineer and fire ciiii-f.
